RESEARCH BILL SIGNED 


By Crovernor Cox and It is 


Now a Law—General 


Legislative News. 


Columbus, Jan. SI.—Said to be a 


•nodel bill of its kind, a bill provid- 
ng for the stenlizaziou of habitual 
criminals and those mentally defic- 
ient was introduced by Representa- 
:ive Cowan of Putnam county. The 
bill was drawn with the aid of medi- 
cal societies of the state and aceord- 
ng to Mr. Cowan will greatly assist 
n the correction of the health of fu- 
ture genrations. 


All first class high schools will 


lave manual training and domestic- 
science departments and a state in- 
dustrial high school board will be es- 
ablished to regula:* such depart- 
ments if a bill introduced today is 
massed by the general assembly. The 


l proposes that high schools wish- 


ing such departments shall make 
application to the Industrial High 
School Board and if such application 
s granted half the cost of mainten- 
ance will be carried by the state. 


The second bill to become a law 


during the present session of the leg- 
islature and under the administra- 
tion of Gov. Cov was the legislative 
research bill. It was signed by Gov. 
Cox today.

UNDERWORLD'SlIUJWfi 


Turned Into Coffers of Mas- 


ters of Unfortunates— 
Government Agent As* 
sists in Investigation. 


New York. Jan. 31. — That women 


actually were sold at auction in New 
York as a phase of the -white slave 
traffic, by -which these unfortunates 
earn for their masters more than 
$57,000,000 a year, -was the astound- 
ing statement of Samuel H. London, 
of £1 Paso, Texas, who for seren 
years has been making a thorough 
study of the subject over a territory 
reaching from Alaska to the Panama 
Canal zone and from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. 


In the back room of a dingy little 


cafe in Clinton street, in the lower 
Ease Side, London says he saw a 
crowd of men gathered around an 
auctioneer, who conducted his sale 
just as he would an ordinary auc- 
tion of horses and shout their "bids 
so loudly that it resembled an active 
moment on the Stock Exchange. 


Certain houses were first disposed 


of and then the inmates were auc- 
tioned. although not actually placed 
on the block for view. 


These auctions -were conducted late 


at night, and have been continued 
for a period of more than two years. 


London was aided in his work in 


Xew York by a special agent of the 
Department of Justice and a report 
was made by the agent to the de- 
partment at Washington more than 
a year ago. 


London, trho Trill in a short time 


make a report to John D. Rockefel- 
ler, began his work in El Pa«o, Tex- 
as, later visiting other cities as agent 
of the Grand Lodge of the B'nat 
B'rith, of which Adolph Krans, of 
Chicago, is president. 


"White slavery is carried on in 


New York on a much larger scale 
than any other place in the world." 
said London. "There 
are 
2f,50A 


white slave 
captives 
in the city 


of New York against 37,600 in all 
other parts of the country. White 
slavers here are more fearless than 
in any other place because they are 
able to 'connect" with the ward pol- 
itician. 
Ninety-five per cent of the 


girls who disappear in New York are 
taken captive by white slavers. 


'•The reason there are so many 


white slaves in New York is because 
of the glare and glitter and the mar- 
row belief of the average New Yorker 
that there is no place outside of New 
York. The slaves stand up under all 
the abuse and expense that their 
masters put them to. 


"If the people at large knew the 


rr-al condition they wojld be horri- 
fjed. The vice trust has agents -work- 
ing- '"rr a!! the sweatshops. There it 
is easv to v',.\ out th<* be?-1- looking; 
zirls. becaust af the hard conditions 
under which the eirls work." 


London says the only tray to check
